The Tragic Romance of Two Young 
Lovers at St. Etienne, France. 


M. Auray, a Medical Student, Lavishes 
His Patrimony on His Mistress, 
Murders Her and Attempts Suicide— 
Condemned to Hard Labor for Life. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Dispatch. ; 
Paris, July 4.—A trial which nas just taken place 
at Saint Kcienne, France, has brought to light the 
details ofa dramatic affair. In January last a 
young man threw himself from a window on the 
second floor of the Hotel l'Europe, at Saint Etienne 
He was little hurt by the fall, but when, taken up 
be was found to have fireda shot from a revolver 
into his mouth and 4tabbed himself in the breast 


with a sword-cane. In the chamber from which he 

thrown himself was found the body of a young 
iri, who had been shot in the head while asleep. 
he young man refused to give his name or that of 
his companion, but said that they were lovers and 
had resvived to die together, being drawn o death 
by a poetic impuise. He recovered and the story 
of their ove was revealed by tue police investiga- 
tion. The younz man, named Auray, was tae son 
of respectable pireuts at Beaujon (Reons). He 
was only A years of age, but was already afflicted 
wito what bas been called ia maladie du siecle," 
a heated imagination wita an incidental thirst for 
wealth and material pleasures, en ling in morbid 
disgust for life, and depression of spirits from 
ENVY AND DISAPPOLNTMENT. 
He was a médical student, and had performed his 
military service in the hospitals, a recovering 
his liberty in August last he was absorbed oy a 
monomania for suicide, and as he had iunerited 
from his father 7,000 or 8.000 francs, he resolved to 
die after having been loved by a woman who nad 
never been possessed by any one but himself. He 
wert to Lyons in search of bis ideal and discovered 
it one eveaing at the theater, in a young giri, Marg- 
herite Vagnair, next to whom he was seated. He 
followed her when she left with her friends and 
learned that she belonged to an honest famiiy of the 
worsing class. He succee led m makiug her 
acquiintauce and afterward they eloped together. 
To dazzle the young girl Auray preseuted himself as 
the son of parents immensely ricn, and he 
commenced by purchasing for ber elegant dresses, 
and then sent bac« her simple clothing to her par- 
outs, as he wou d not auow ner to possess anything 
that had belonged to her parents. They first came 
to Paris leading a life of pleasure und when near 
the end of his resources went to Saiut Eciennne, 
and staid at the Hotei le Europe, under tue name 
of M. Mme. Merat. 

THEIR IDYL WAS AT AN END,

Held—A Horseman's Views.

“Well, does it lodk very much as if that woman 
van drive that horse? If she can't drive a horse 
how can she bandie a man, eh! Ha, 
ha! Catch the point?” and the 
lover of horses and ridiculer 


of women laughed loudly. He certainly had a 
good reason, for the woman in sicht was really 
making a spectacle of herself. She was to her sex 
about what — Crane was to bis, a 1 one 

a Scarecrow. er arms were as lanky as those 
of the achool master of Sleepy Holiow, but she 
made no scruples of pushing them out beyond 
the covering of rich drapery that enolosed 
apt form and showed the high aaa 

society to which she belonged. She jerked on 
the rains, ete chirped, she frowned, she hissed be- 
tween her teetii. she did everything but swear, but 
gtill the stubborn horse would not move from upon 
the car track until the conductor came and pushed 
him off by main strength.

Now, the aver 
age young girl or young lady is initiated into the 
mysteries of horseback riding almost before she 
has entered society, but ask any of them if 
they were taught to drive, and they will laugh at 
the question. Just as if driving were hard! they 
say. But it is 

HARDER THAN EQUESTRIANEHIP 

and far more important for two reasons: A 
runaway in a Carriage means al- 
most sure severe injury, whilé on 
borsetack it does not; a rider hurts nobody but 
herself, while the driver of a carriage endangers 
the lives and property of hundreds of others. A 
fairly good rider can cling toa runaway horse 
until she tires him out, but in a buggy she can't tell 
when she will be overturned. 

“Why this female ignorance on so important a 
matter!“ 

“It is aristocracy chiefly, and a mistaken idea. 
You can't account for people's tastes, there- 
fore, vou can't explain why a fam - 
ily always has its lady members 
taught how to ride. It is an easy matter they think 
to learn to drive, but that is where they are badly 
fooled. Let me tell you that it takes more expe- 
rience to be a good lady driver than to be an eques- 
trian. There are a hundred complications 
and emergencies in 4 | that never 
occur in riding. For instance, horseback riding 
taking place in the parks or country, there are no 
entanglements with teams, etc. It takes a great 
deal of presence of mind and skill fora lady to 
guide a horse throurh a crowded street, 
and day after day come off in her 
hight, frail carriage without injury. 
In all my experience I have met but one woman 
with whom, when she was diving the horses, I felt 
ed two hundred pounds and was an 
Amazon? Not abitofit. She was a petite young 
jady but she knew just when and how 
to be firm and decided with the 
whip. She had learned the science of backing 
horses, tod, aud was as skillful at it as any coach- 
man. I recall an instance. 

AN INCIDENT. 

We were driving along the top of a narrow road 
Jooxing down a very steep ravine, and we had no 
gooner got up the hill and on the narrow track 
then we saw a greateloud of dust abead of us.

Bx-Governor Reynolds Chats About 
His Trip With the Diplomatic 
Commission. 


The Objects of the State Department 
~The Work Done by the Commission 
~The Barrios War—Some Impres- 
sions of the Spanish-Americans, 


Ex-Governor Thomas C. Reynolds with Mrs. 
Reynolds arrived in the city this morning and 
registered at the Southern. Ex-Governor Reynolds 
comes from Washington, having just completed 
his report of the work of the Diplomatic Commis- 
sion sent out by the State Department to the central 
and South American States. The report was sub- 
mitted on Monday last. Ex-Governor Reynolds 
proceeded with the Commission oniy as far 
as Guatemala where he received orders 


to return to Washington and eS — of the 
Commission up to that point. The of the 
C has been made public from time to 
y the State De ment, but the full results 
accomplished will probably not be known until 
after Congress meets and the reports in their en- 
tirety have been submitted to it. The Commission- 
ers are of course bound by the etiquette of the 
department not to divulge the matter of their re- 
ports, but ex Governor, in a 
short chat, outhned the purposes and 
the wort of the Commission. 
THE MEMBERS WERE SENT 
out as efivoys éxtraordinary of the highest diplo- 
matic rank from the United States to the Central 
and South American States for the purpose 
of foster friend relations between tie 
countries of look into the advantages of 
commercial alhances. retary Frelinghuysen, 
however, supplemented the bil providing for the 
— by special instructions. hese instructions 
empowered the Commission to inquire into 
the disposition of these countries 
with res to forming commercial 
treaties with the United States, to convince the 
different governments of the friendly dispositioa of 
the United States toward them, to disavow any 
purpose ou the latter's part of seeking agg ran dize- 
ment or new territory, but only com- 
mercial intercourse, and to collect 
information as to products and 
as to the most advantageous terms of any treaty 
which might be formed. Another object of the 
commission was to ascertain the views of the rep- 
fesentatives of the governments On the subject of 
having a common silver coin which shail 
be legal tender in all parts of 
America. The report submitted by ex-Gov- 
Reynolds treated of the interoceanic communica- 
tion, the common coinage of silver, railway connec- 
tions, and toe products, aud other information with 
regard to treaties. The Commission went espe- 
cially to Mexico for the purpose of pay- 
respecis to President Dias on 
oceas'on of his inauguration. In 
the Commission succeeded in creating 
an excellent impression; in fagt, ex-Governor 
noids says the Commission was entirely success- 
fulin its work, as far ashe went with it. The 
resentatives of the governmenis visited 
felt complimented that United 
States should send * commission 
of the rank of this one. They were pleased at the 
assurances that commercial intercourse was all 
that was wanted and not territorial aggtandize- 
ment, as there was among some of them a feeling 
of jenlousy and fear of the growing power of the 
Northern republic, 
THE FEELING OF FRIENDLINESS 
was greatly promoted, and among the Central 
Americans 4 cordial disposition to establish close 
commercial relations by t was found. 
Mexico, Venezuela, Costa Rica and Guatemala 
were visited, although the work of 
the Commission was interfered with 
in the last named State by the breaking out of the 
Barrios’ war. Speaking of tnis occurrence ex-Gow 
ernor Reynolds said that the members of the Com- 
mission were most favorably impressed with Bar- 
rios. He was patriotic, progressive, and had accom- 
lished a great deal of good for his country, His 
dea was a fine one, but his methods were Wrong. 
Like other Spanish-Americans he thought the em- 
ployment of force necessary to accomplish his end, 
which, in this case, was the union of the five 
States of Central-America into a confederation, as 
they were at one time united. His deatu occurred 
several days after the commission left Guatemala.

A Western Editor Who Thies the Indiaa 
Troubles Slight. 

Mr. A. . Mercer of the Northwestern Live Stock 
Journal, which is published at Cheyenne, W. T. is 
atthe St. James to-day on his way East. Mr. 
Mercer, by reason of his position, has an opportu 
nity to keep well posted on Western matters. His 
theory of the. Cheyenne troubles differs somewhat 
from that held by Col. Hunter. 

“The Cheyenne troubles are all  bosh,’ 
said he. “There is no trouble among 


the Cheyennes, 2 a little whica 
has been occasioned by their removal from the 
North to the South. They are originally from our 
country and when they were taken South, some of 
them got sick and they became dissatisfied. The 
whole troube is occasioned by men who can't get 
control of the lands leased by the cattle companies. 
They want the leases broken so that they can get 
the use of the lands. They go among the Indians 
and stir up discontent and try to get up ano Indian 
scare. There is no danger of much trouble. I 
think the whole thing will blew over in a 
short time. 1 only Indiaus from 
whom any trouble is apprehended is the 
Utes in Southern and Southwestern (olorado and 
on the line of Utah. There are about fifty or 
seventy-five of them who make their livings by 
stealing, and who, whenever they are interfered 
with, raise troube. When I left Denver there were 
telegrams passing between the Governor and the |o- 
cai authorities on the subject, and these appeared to 
be considerable nervousness and appreheosion. 
One or two men have already been Killed, but the 
United States soldiers are near at hand, and I do 
not fear great difficulty in settling the trouble.“ 

On the cattle business Mr. Mercer 
inclined to be sanzuine. Last year, 
during the financial depression, the astern 
men dalled in their money from the West and a 
stringency was occasioned 80 that the cattlemen 
were forced to sell and the price of catile dropped 
four to five dollars per head, but the business is ail | 
right.

Maxwell Into Custody. 


he Requisition Promptly Recognized 
by the Auckland Authorities — 
Preller's Murderer Will Sail for San 
Francisco July 21—The First Au- 
thentic News From the Antipodes. | 


A cablegram was received at Police Head- 
this morning which furnished the first 
really authentic and interesting news concerning 
the extradition of the murderer of ©. Arthur 
Preller. The message was as follows: 
AVOKLAND, 9 a. M., July 4 
To Chief of Police, St. Louis, Mo: 
Captured. Leave Ast. TRACY. 
The word “captured” is one of the ciphers ar- 
ranged by the chief for the department’s represen- 
tatives. Turning to the copy of the cipher kept in 
the Chief's office the following explanation is 
arrived at: f 
“Captured—We arrived safely. Presented pavers 
and were immediately without any serious legal 
question delivered the custody of Maxwell.” 
Detective Tracy and Special Officer Badger armed 
with the necessary requisiti on papers sailed from 
gan Francisco on June 7, and «rrived at Auckland 
on the morning of the 29th, after a pleasant trip of 
twenty-two days, The only news received from them 
since then was a friendly letter sent by Detective 
Tracy to a member of the force, which was mailed 
at Honolulu and spoke only of the manner in which 
they were enjoying their trans-Pacific voyage. 
Last Wednesday the two morning dailies believing 
jt was about time for the mesengers to have reached 
dry land at the Antipodes, printed special cable- 
grams which eachclaimed to have received from 
New Zealand. Had they both hit upon the same 
ideas and strung them out in type in some 
uncompromising shape there might be 
some bope of having the public 
accept them as genuine, but the two accounts were 
diametrically opposite, One said that Maxwell had 
expressed his willingness to come back without any 
logal proceedings. and the other, in just as bold- 
type, remarked that Maxwell had shown a 
position to resist the officers to the bitter end. 
BOTH CHEERED THEMSELVES LUSTILY 
or their enterprise in securing this exclusive news, 
d the fact was nonchalantly paraded in their 
ftoria! columns that the rate from Auckland was 
25 per word, leaving the unsophisticated world 
that lives outside the pale of journalism to wonder 
at its mysteries and imagine that its expenditures’ 
for information were simply wild and unrestricted. 
The message received at police headquarters to-day 
judicate s that there was more imagination than fact 
in the special cablegrams paraded last Wednesday 
by the morning dailies, and it also goes to show 
that the hurrah about the vast amount of wealth 
lavished in obtaining news was alittle too much 
noise forthe money which w as at the bottom of it. 
DETECTIVE TRACY'S MESSAGE 
fe of course genuine. Nobody will ques- 
jon its authenticity and the information 
conveys is cheering to those who 
anxious to see Maxwell brought 
ack to the city and made to answer for his crime 
hich was certainly one of the most atrocious in 
he history of the town. The promptness with 
which the Auckland authorities have recognized 
the papers presented shows that they fully appre- 
ciated the importance of the case, and were desirous 
to co-operate as fully as poss ible with the officers 
from Missour in bringing the muréerer to justice. 
According to the cabl egram, the first steamer from 
Auck and for San Francisco sails on the 2ist. The 
trip td Auckland occupied about 21 days, and the 
trip back will probably require the same time, 
which will land Mr. Maxwell and his custo. 
dans on the Pacific slope about August 12th, 
and return here to St. Louis about August 16. Chief 
Harrigan, when he took hold of the matier, said he 
would have Maxwell backin St. Louis about the 
middle of August, and so he will. 
THE MURDERER 
has been gone now just about three months. He 
killed Preller on the 6th of April, and shook the 
dust of St. Louis from his feet the following day 
going direct to San Francisco, where he reached ex- 
actly in time to take an outgoing steamer for Auck- 
land. Now that his return is assured, the question 
of his conviction will be seriously discussed. The 
police insist that they have evidence enough in the 
identification of Preiler’s remains, the sudden de- 
parture of Maxwell, the finding of Preller’s property 
in his possession, the purchase of the chloroform 
that was administered to Preller, and other cir- 
cumstances to convict him of murder in the first 
degree, while prominent lawyers declare that there 
is not enough evidence in the case to furnish the 
slightest hope for such a conviction.

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


The most important political event of the week in 
England bas been the formal announcement,. 
through his letter to the Midlothian Liberal Asso- 
ciation, of Mr. Gladstone's candiaacy for Parlia- 
ment. That if he lives he will be re-elected is cer- 
tain, and it is quite as certain that he will retain 
the Liberal leadership, which means that “Her 
Majesty's opposition” will have the benefit of the 
services of au incomparable chief. This puts po- 
litical matters in a very different shape from what 
they otherwise would have had. It has been so 
generally asserted and believed that Gladstone 
would retire from public life at the end of the 
present Parliament that Salisbury and his col 
leagues must have had this retirement more or loss 
in view when they accepted office, and must bave 
been more or less influenced thereby. It is at 
least slightly doubtful whether, had they known 
what is now known, they would have been tempted 
to take the reins of government, thrust into their 
hands by the rejection of the budget. The dimoul- 
ties and dangers of the situation were sufficiently 
numerous and serious if Gladstone had deter- 
mined to stay out, but now that he has determined 
to stay in they are increased and aggravated an 
hundred fold. Alison says that during the cam- 
paign of 1818-14 the allied commanders estimated 
the presence of Napoleon the on field of battle as 
equivaient to a French reinforcement of 100,000 men. 
Gladstone ought to be worth at least twenty-five 
additional members to the Liberals—and prob- 
ably will be worth a good many more, | 

Meanwhile the Conservatives are preparing—if 
worst comes to worst—to “die game” ahd die hard. 
They have formed a league for the purpose of dis- 
tributing electioneering documents. The member- 
sb ip already embraces 700 of the richest and most 
aristocratic Tories in England; $500,000 has been sub- 
scribed to start business, and Lord Randoiph 
Churchill has accepted the presidency—which in- 
sures that the work will be pushed with all needful 
vigor and vim. Rumors to the effect that 
Salisbury is “showing the white feather,” 
and is anxious to get out of a bad 
box, may safely be discredited, He is not 
that sort of a’ man, to begin with; and besides, has 
staked his political fortunes on his good behavior, 
If he makes a gallant fight and is beaten, he may 
live te fight and win another day; buta beating at 
the end of a cowardly or clumsy ficht would shelve 
him forever. In short, the new minisiry and their 
party may be trusted to do all that men can do 
to retain place and power, 

The most interesting political event of the week 
is,unquestionably, the Woodstock election; in which 
Lord Randolph Churchill and Mr. Corrie Grant 
were the rival candidates. The latter is compar- 
* unknown; the former everybody knows. 

At first sight the Conservatfve candidate 
would seem to have the inside track 
and almost “a walk-over™: but he 
has had to contend against the desperate efforts of 
the Liberalsto beat the Secretary of Stare for 
India, and with the open hostility of hile brother, 
the present Duke of Marlborough—a shabby scion 
of illustrious stock. Lord Randolph has not played 
a cons picuous part in the canvass, but his place 
has been effectively filled by his wife--furmerly 
Miss Jerome of New York—who has distinguished 
herself greatly asa successful solicitor of votes; 
and in so doing, perhaps, given American girls a 
lively boom in the English matrimonial market. 

The clear and clean victory wou by Lord and 
Lady Churchill will not only increase the popy- 
larity of both, but will give the Secretary for India 
a political prestige he has never before enjoyed. 
This is the third time he has been returned from 
the borough of Woodstock The Liberals blundered 
badly in the matter. Either they should not have 
made any fight, or should have putupa stronger 
candidate than Corrie Grant. 

Sir Peter Lumsden struck London at just the 

right time—for him. At Vienna and elsewhere he 
had expressed his opinion so fully and freely con- 
cerning the mismanagement of the Afghan affair 
by the Gladstone Government, that nothing but the 
change of ministry saved him from sharp repri- 
mand, if not severe punishment. 4s it is, he has 
been treated like a returning conqueror; had a 
tremendous reception on arrival; received a letter 
of thanks fromthe Queen, and dined with Her 
Majesty at Windsor,in company with Lord Salis- 
bury only. Verily, Lumsden is in luck. 
Wolseley. just starting home, is not nearly so 
lucky; though the turn of the polit. 
cal wheel may possibly afford him 
an opportunity to partially redeem a badly dain- 
aged reputation.

Take Warning. 
From the Nodaway Democrat. 

The State Board of Equalization of Missouri has 
just held its annual meeting and adjourned. This 
august body has determined that fhe 5,000 miles of 
railway in Missouri should be assessed at only 
$45,000,000, or about one-seventh of their cost of 
construction and about one-eighth the amount for 
which they are bonded and stocked. Instead of 
doubling the assessment of the roads,as they 
should have done as a matter of right and justice, 
they have increased their assessment over last year 
only about $3,500,000, and thus matters will stand 
until next year, the railroads in the meanwhile hav- 
ing escaped paying into the State Treasury several 
hundred thousand dollars in taxes by the discrimi- 
nation of the State Board of Equalization in their 
favor. It is a disgrace to the Democracy of the 
State to say that every one of the officials who 
comprise this State Board of Equalization is a 
Democrat, and such bas been the political com- 
plexion of this body for the past ten years, during 
which period they have uniformly discriminated ia 
favor of the railroads. The question then arises 
what are the people going to do about it? The 
great issue in Missouri to-day is: are the railroads 
or the people the sovereign power of the State? 
And the people can settle this matter in their favor 
only in one way. They should vote for no man for 
a State office who will not promise to faithfully 
execute the laws of the State and treat railroads 
and individuals alike impartially. If Democratic 
State conventions will not give them such candi- 
dates for State offices, then the people will have to 
look elsewhere for relief. The Democracy should 
take Warning before it is too late. 


Moral Missouri, 
From the New York Evening Post. 

Missouri is rapidly losing her old reputation for 
lawlessness und crime. During the last few years 
a well-organized and woll- conducted warfare against 
intemperance has made rapid progress. The ex- 
tent of the change already brought about is jJlus- ' 
trated by the fact that at the recent term of court 
in Clay County there was not a single criminal case 
on the docket—a state of things which the presiding 
judge said was without precedent io any county of 
the State during his experience of forty-five years 
on the bench. The movement has been kept ont of 
politics thus far very successfully. Clay County is 
Democratic by a vote of more than four to one, and 
the State itself has been strongly Democratic for 
many years. The most efficient agency in the work 
of temperance reform in Missouri has been the 
high-lcénse system, which the Legislature adopted 
two years ago. This proved so efficacious in reduc- 
ing the number of saloons and swelling the public 
revenues that the last Legislature not only sustained 
the principle, but passed a law to make it more 
effective, by abolishing wine and beer licenses and 
requiring every liquor seller to get a dram-house 
license, the minimum price of which is $550 a year. 
More than one Republican Statein the West has 
found the high-license system to work well, and the 
experience of Demiocratic Missouri shows that its 
popularity is not bounded by party lines. It is not 
creditable to the East that this most effective 
method of fighting intemprance finds acceptance 
so slowly in this part of the Country,

Nation s Birthday. 


Are We Treating To-Day With Honors 
Which Do Not Exclusively Belong to 
It—History and Common Sense 

Why the Fourth of July is Cele- 
brated. |

Uniess history is greatly at fault, the day we cele- 
brate as the birthday of the nation is treated with 
honers that do not exclusively belong to it, but 
should be divided among three days, which may 
with reason compete for designation as the natal 


day of American independence. The resolution of 
independence was adopted on the 2d of July, 1776. 
It was the sofficient legislative act, to commemorate 
the date of which Mr. Adams prophesied its future 
celebration in manner and form most acceptable to 


Americans from that day to this. The 


patriotic 

Declaration of Independence occurred on the 4th of 
July—two days later—bdut it was not until the 2d 
day of August following that the declaration re- 
ceived the indorsement of the signers. 


It is interesting to know that for two years pre- 


ceding the date of this instrument the authority of 
the Crown had been suspended in Virginia, and her 


convention that instructed the motion for national 
independence boasted of the fact. II.

of its session it had adopted measures wh

This was the work of the 
Fourth of July, 1776.

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CAUSE OF THE STRIKE. 


How the Car Employes’ Committee Was 
Treated—A Ludicrous Incident. 

Speciai Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Cuicaco, ILL. July 8—Without doubt the 
immediate cause of the street-car employes’ 
strike was the contemptuous treatment of 
the association's committee by Mr. Park- 
hurst, the truculentiy haughty private sec- 
retary of Superintendent Lake. To have 
the representatives of 1,000 hard-working men 
metaphorically spat upon by an inconsequent 
understrapper is, assurediy, a trifle more than 
those thousand men could be expected to snffer 
with equanimity, be other matters as they may. 
The fury of the men when the manner of the com- 
mittee’s reception was reported tothem knew no 
bounds, and there was not wanting those who pro- 
posed to lay for the young man and administer 
a little of the corporal correction that 
has since been meted out to many 
others. The sympathy of outsiders generally 
vas with the strikers, and many of those most 
deeply concerned, L e., those who were from the 
day the cars stopped compelled to walk to and 
from their places of business, cheered the different 
bodies of strikers who were grouped about, as they 
trudged patiently along towards the river. There

to be met with every day in the affected parts of 
city, On Wednesday an express wagon laden with 
about a dozen men and one lady pulled up at the 
corner of Madison and La Salle streets with a 
flour ish and came suddenly to a standstill The 
lady occupied the rear seat—a mere slab of wood 
resting on the edges of the vehicle’s sides—and she 
arose to her feet in order to alight before the con- 
veyance had quite stopped. The lady gave one 
convulsive lurch, then eddied into a sitting position 
just in the rear of the seat, bringing her heels to 
an extremely undue elevation, aud exposing to the 
view of the vociferously applauding multitude a 
considerable length of flaming red stockings. 
It was infinitely amusing, too, to watch the 
mighty scramble for places to hide when the con- 
flict around those three devoted cars was inaugu- 
rated the same day. When tne storm of rocks and 
brickbats began to fly a rush was made for the

WORK FOR WOMEN. 


A Detailed Description of a Model 
a Institution. 


The Woman's Exchange, Its Mission 
and the Results Obtained—The Dozen 
Different Departments Accommo- 
dated in a Small Locust Street Store 
History of the Institution From Its 
Beginning. 


On the north side of Locust street, between 
Sixth and Seventh streets, stands a little store, 
whose windows are chiefly remarkable for their 
magnificent @play of art work. Sounpretentious, 
however, is the exterior that a large majority of 
persons either overlook it altogether or, from its 
quiet, changeless aspect, conclude that it is unoc- 
cupied, Such an assumption would go far to prove 
how very deceptive are appearances, That quiet 
little store is sacred to that portion of humanity 
which mankind has universally agreed to cali the 
“better half.“ It isthe headquarters, the very 
essence of that explosive element in the make-up of 
society known as womarhoud; and a peep into the 
interior will show how very much matter can be 
condensed into a very small space when anything 
feminine has the arranging of it, The place alto- 


gether is hardly large enough for a 
good sized bird's nest—yet, therein 
is to be found a pastry cook's shop. 


a fancy work emporium, a book store, a high art 
department, a school for needlework, a free li- 
brary, two restaurants. a kitchen, a laundry, a 
registry office and a ladies rendezvous, and the 
management proposes fo arrange a lodging house 
in a place that most people would consider too small 
for any one of these departments. and ali this, too, 
without any appearance or reality of over-crowd- 
ing either. An ancient — et name un- 
known, who was a keen observer of men, morals 
and matters, remarked that “Charity begins at 
home,“ and that is exactly where the work car- 
ried on in St. Louis under the name of the “Wom- 
an's Exchange was commenced; viz., at the home 
of Mrs. J. D. Lawnin, the president of the associ- 
ation. “But the house became a sort of poor 
house, open day and night,” remarked its guiding 
— piaintively, to the writer of this article. “A 
Woman's Exchange was badly needed in the city,” 
she continued, “the former Exchange having be- 
come moribund through lack of funds, so we de- 
cided that we would start a second association, 
with a regular city office, whica we did about a 
year ago.” Strictly speaking, the Woman's Ex- 
change” (so called because it never exchanges any- 
thing, not even unspitable wives,) is not & charity, 
save in the brogd view of that queen of 
virtues to whose délineation a whole chapier of the 
New Testament is devoted. Charity,“ in the com- 
mon acceptation of the term, is never given, the 
motto of tne association being— If a woman will 
Knot work, neither shall she cat. The work is 
a labor of love under its present management, and 
is carried on under the twin factors—common 
sense and Christianity—and to the strong element 
of the former existing in those who have charge of 
the work is due whatever measure ol success the 
organization may have achieved. 
THE WOMAN'S EXCHANGE 
in St. Louis was established for the purpose of 
aiding, encouraging and assisting working women— 
1. e., all who are dependent upon their own exer- 
tions for livelihood, ihe first step in tuis direction 
was to establish a store wnere any work that 
women could do would find a market, and the 
present piace on Locust street was seiected for this 
urpose. Needlework seems to be the natural em- 
ployment for helpless women, and @ very iarge 
proportion of+the most beautiful art work, 
together with more useful articies, finds 
ts way there. Women wuo can covox« 
send cakes, cookies, fruit, preserves and other 
deiicacies, whieh are bought largely by tue lady 
managers for their own tables, by strangers and by 
not a few working girls ior lunches.“ Paintings, 
drawings, articie; m hammered brass, etchings, 
art pottery and in fact every conceivubie pretty and 
tasteful ornament which women can make fluds a 
ready market, and the exhibition is fully as beauti- 
ful if less extensive,than the art neediework depart- 
ment in the South Kensington Museum, ‘This, 
however, is a mere item in the work done at tie 


writers, stenograpners, and at a dozen other 
employ ments, often find themselves in a difficulty 
as regards their mid-day meai. Lunch at a 
restaurant is expensive, aud taxes time, often more 
than they are allowed, besides which, as one very 
preity little lassie said witha pout “we get ogled 
by a lot of fellows who follow us back to our work;” 
sandwiches day after day are aptto pali upon the 
healthy _— of bard working girls,so the ladies 
of the Exchange have proviced a comfertavie 
dining-room, arranged restaurant fasaion, where a 
pientif ul. clean aud cheap lunch can be obtained at 
so trifling a cost that almost any girl who earus a 
salary cau afford it. Six tickets for coffee or tea with 
bread cost 25 cents; soup with Crackers the same 
price; sandwich and coffee tickets are ten fora dol- 
tiar(nearly a fortn ght's lunches) and six hot dinner 
ickets, with the choices of soup, tea or coffee, 
choice of two joints, unlimited bread and butter, 
and pudding or pie, cost also one dollar. Thus for 
that trifling sum agirl may procure a comfortable 
and plentiful hot dinner for an entire Workings 
week, which those whose salaries are se limiied 
that a dollar becomes a serious Consideration can 
get a lunch of soup, crackers, or coffee and bread, 
throughout the week for a quarter. Anxious to 
provide food for the mind as weli as the body, the 
ladies have establisned a comfortable library and 
reading room where, when ther midday meal is 
done, the girls can sit around and read, chat or 
write letiers, after which they van seiect a beok to 
take home with them, free of aii charge whatever. 
All che privileges of the institution exeept theactua 
food are absolutely and unconditional.y free to all! 
workingwomen wituin tae State limits. No per- 
ceniage is charged on the work sold except to 

women living outside of Missouri, a large number 
of whom avail themselves of the St. Louis Ex- 
change for the sale of their handiwork, aituough 10 
per cent is muleted from the pureuase money for 
the benefit of tae institution. But perhaps the 
most useful, and, at the same time, most trouble- 
some work done by those ladies is through 

THE FREE REGISTRY. 

As long as the applicants are young, single girls, 

accustomed to any kiud of work, there is no great 
difficulty in procuring employment for them; the 

trouvie is with the very young and very old. None 
save those engaged in the work Can conceive of the 
heartbreaking scenes which occur in connection 
with the aged. No one wants an old woman, and 
yet she must live. While the writer was there an

What work can be 
more nobie than to heip helpless women to help 
themseives It is but fair to the public to state that 
in pursuing the inquiry the writer did not coatine 
her investigations to the management. The large 
stores were invaded to find those who were in the 
habit of lunching there; women who sell their 
work through the Exchange were interviewed; 
twenty-seven outside persons were put through a 
cross-eXaimination, and all but one expressed them- 
selves as not only satisfied, but thankful, for the 
work done by the Woman's Exchange, The ex- 
ception was a lively girl, who complained that she 
did not get enough to eat.

The America's Cap Trials. 

An erroneous impression has gone abroad as to 
the style and class of vessels that will be allowed 
to start in the trial races for American yachts in- 
tended as competitors fora piace in the race with 
the Genesta and Galatea. Commodore J. Maicomb 
Forbes, who is authority on yachting matters, says: 

“Any yacht can enter, either schooner or single- 
sticker. The America can enter and sail as com- 
petitor over the course if her owner desires it. It 
is now generally conceded by yaehting men that 
schooners van do nothing with sicops or cutters go- 
ing to windward, This was found to be the fact by 


the New York gentlemen who have the America’s 
cup in trust, and they looked about to see if there 
was any yacht, either scuooner or sioop, fit to 
cormpete with the English yachts, They were un- 
able to find such a one, and consequently they 
ordered designs to be made by the best yachtvg 
scientist intuis country. After careful consider- 
ation, the Priscilla model, designed by Mr. A. Carey 
Smith, of New York, was decided on, and the yacht 
is now built. In England it has been found that 
schooners can do nothing against cutters, and hence 
a rule was made allowing schooners one-fourth of 
their length. Thus a schooner measuring 100 feet 
water line, when sailing with a cutter, would sail on 
a length of 75 feet. With this great allowance, the 
cutters beat them. Even such fast schooners as the 
Miranda, Sea Belie aud others were beaten 
with the above ailowance. In this country, 
sciooners and sloops have not been pitted 
against each other, as (ue yachts haye been sailed 
in the schooner and sloop classes. The only ob- 
jection to any yacht competing for the cup is that 
the yacht must be not less tean 30 nor more than 
300 tons; also, there is a stipulation providing that 
a yacht which has been beaten in a match race for 
the cup cannot again be a competitor until a cer- 
tain lapse of time. The idea that the America 
cannot be among the starters inthe trial races is 
erroneous. lam almost certain such is not the 
Case. 

Commodore Forbes recently received a letter 
from a leading vachtsman in New York, iu which 
the writer stared: Tue aecountsof the trials of 
the Puritan give the yachting gentry in New York 
much satisiaction.”” The most honorable and 
friendly teeling exists between the owners 
of the Prisciila aud the Puritan, 
and, whichever yacht is selected to start 
against the Genesta, the owners will do everything 
in their power to make the American yacht cross 
the line first. The New York gentleman goes so f 
in his we.) wishes to the Puritan as to make the fol- 
lowing 8 aud patriotic offer: Should the 
Puritan be selected to defend the cup, the friends of 
the Priscitia are at your service either with their 
ore or in any other way e cau benefit the Puri 
tan.
